The Senate Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds has reported 
favorably the bill to increase the limit 
of cost of the proposed building at 
Boise, Idaho, to $300,000.

Chicago Seeks to Have the Government 
Dig a Canal to the Mississippi River. 

Washington.—Representatives of the 
Chicago Sanitary Board have presented 
to the Senate and House a memorial 
favornig the construction by the United 
States Government of a deep-waterway 
from Lake Michigan via the Chicago 
sanitary ship canal and the Des Plaines 
and Illinois rivers to the Mississippi 
river. Former Representative McGann 
of Chicago, who is in the party, says 
the memorial will be followed by a bill 
of resolution ordering a survey or esti¬ 
mate of the project. 

The memorial is handsomely illus¬ 
trated and shows the magnitude of the 
work already done, the total cost of 
construction, including interest ac¬ 
count, aggregating 134,000,000 up to 
January 1st last. It asks for a channel 
thirty-six feet deep and 300 feet wide 
and presents many arguments in favor 
of the proposition, saying that besides 
conferring inestimable benefits upon 
commerce, it would enable the Govern¬ 
ment to place her gunboats by way of 
the Mississippi river upon the lakes for 
the protection Of immense marine in¬ 
terests. The cost of such a canal as is 
proposed, extending from Ixwkport to 
the Mississippi river, is estimated at 
35,000,000. 


A colony of 400 Missouri farmers is 
to be established in the valley of the 
Concho river, Mexico. The promoters 
of the colonization scheme have pur 
chased 200,000 acres of rich valleys, 
and a few of the colonists have already 
arrived. The remainder of the families 
will reach there in time to put in this 
season’s crop.

Indian Famine Increasing. 

New York.—A Sun cable from Bom¬ 
bay says: The distress caused by the 

famine is increasing in extent and 
severity. Prices here have risen to 
the level of those of 1897, the great 
famine year, and are still rising. There 
are now employed on the relief works 
in the famine-stricken districts $4, 
810,000 persons. The Maharajah o$J 
Jeypore has donated fifteen lakhs of 
rupees to be placed at interest for the 
relief of the sufferers from present and 
future famines. He stipulated that 
the money shall tXD invested by trustees, 
who shall devote^he income to the 
purpose specified. 


Chamberlaia’i Policy Denounced. 

Kingston, Jamaica.—At a public 
meeting held at Port Antonio, the 
policy of Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, toward the 
fruit-growers was denounced, and a 
resolution passed pledging the meeting 
to assist in the payment of expenses 
for the purpose of making representa¬ 
tions on the .subject to the Imperial 
Government.

NO SERIOUS TROUBLE IS FEARED. 


No Further Action Intcnded-Poeltlvc 
Statements Made by Navy and War 
Department Official*. 


PURCHASE NOT ABANDONED. 


During the past three months the 
Patent Office issued 736 more patents 
than during the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. It is said that 
if this rate of issue is maintained the 
total number of patents issued thifc 
year will be greater than that of any 
twelve months in ^the history of the 
office. If the ratio is maintained the 
number will reach 26,000. The issue 
of trade marks, designs and prints has 
also increased. 

To avert danger of infection any of 
the ships in the South Atlantic squad 
ron with bubonic plague, which has 
made its appearance at several points 
on La Plata, Secretary Long has cabled 
instructions to Rear-Admiral Schley 
to proceed with the Chicago and the 
Montgomery from Montevideo to Bahia, 
Brazil, where the ships will bo joined 
by the Wilmington as soon as she gets 
out of quarantine. 

The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office has recommended to the 
Secretary of the Interior that the mam¬ 
moth tree grove and the South Park 
grove of big trees in Calaveras and Tu¬ 
olumne counties be set aside as Govern¬ 
ment domain to preserve these trees 
from injury and destruction. He ex¬ 
presses the opinion that the ease ap¬ 
pears to be one in which the Govern¬ 
ment doubtless would be justified in 
having recourse to the exercise of its 
right of eminent domain. 

The House Committee on Military 
Affairs has directed a favorable report 
on the bill of Marsh of Illinois, in¬ 
creasing the appropriation for the Na¬ 
tional Guard and military of the coun¬ 
try from |400,000 to *2,000,000. The 
bill has attracted widespread attention 
in military circles, a committe repre¬ 
senting the organizations of all the 
statee having been here recently to 
carry forward the movement begun at 
their national convention. 

Brigadier-General Merriam, who w»s | 
in command of the troops at H ardner, 
Idaho, last year during the miners’ 
trouble in that State has denied pub¬ 
lished reports that he had suggested to 
the President the enactment of a law 
making the organization of labor unions 
a crime, and also denies that he ever 
used profane language in connection 
with his duties at Wardner. He said 
that at no time had he made recom¬ 
mendations at all to the President on the 
subject of labor unions. 

Returning mine experts say that pro¬ 
fusion of prospects of every sort of ma¬ 
terial in the State of Guerrero, Mexico, 
warrant naming that State the treasure- 
house of the republic. It is no longer 
a question as to whether oil in quantity 
can be had in Mexico, for this has been 
demonstrated satisfactorily in three 
different states of the republic. Trans¬ 
portation is now the vital question in 
this connection. The company now 
engaged in exploiting Vera Crux fields 
has gotten about 500 tons of machinery 
on the ground and has developed the 
property quite sufficiently to be sure 
of deposits there. 

A quarter of the amount estimated 
as necessary for the erection of the 
milllion dollar memorial of the bi-cen- 
tennary of the founding of Detroit, was 
subscribed the other night at the first 
public meeting called in the interest of 
this project. General Russell A. Alger 
led off with a |25,000 subscription and 
similar amounts were pledged by Sena¬ 
tor James McMillan, James E. Scripps 
Colonel Frank J. Hecker, C. L. Freer 
and D. M. Ferry. The Walkers of Walk¬ 
ers, Ill., gave 120,000, and a long list 
of lesser susberiptions rapidlytollowed. 


United State. Willing to F»y for the 
Danish Wcet Indie*. 

Washington.—It is learned that the 
purpose of the Government to acquire 
the island of St. Thomas for a reasona¬ 
ble consideration from Denmark has 
not been abandoned, notwithstanding 
the statements attributed to the Dan¬ 
ish Ministers indicating a decision not 
to part with the island. While it is 
not contemplated that any pressure 
should be brought to liear upon Den¬ 
mark on this matter, it is still believed 
that the last announcement in the case 
is, perhaps, only an evidence of pur¬ 
pose on ttie part of the Danish author¬ 
ities to secure a higher price for tho is¬ 
land than the United States had re¬ 
garded as proper. 

It is probable that no active effort 
will be made by our Government to 
hasten the negotiations on this subject, 
but having learned that the finances of 
the island showed a deficit last year 
of $76,000 in spite of the most rigid 
economy in the administration, a sum 
charged up against the home Govern¬ 
ment, it is believed that our terms will 
ultimately be accepted, if reduced to 
a concrete proposition to pay $3,000,000 
for St. Thomas and St. Cruz. 


Washington.—In official and diplo¬ 
matic: circles here a denial is authorized 
of published reports that there have 
been conferences with a view to the 
dispatch of additional war ships and 
Unite^jStates soldiers to China, and 
that newB of the gravest character has 
been received from the United States 
Minister to China. There is said to be 
no fear entertained that any serious 
danger to American interests is im¬ 
pending. 

It is suggested that the published re¬ 
ports have as their basis the recent ac¬ 
tion of the Navy Department in direct¬ 
ing Admiral Watsore who is in com¬ 
mand of tlie naval forces in the Philip¬ 
pines, to send a war ship to the port of 
Taku, at the mouth of the Pieho river. 

This was done as a result of the rep¬ 
resentations made to the State Depart¬ 
ment by Minister Conger, who reported 
that ‘serious attacks had been made 
upon the American missions in Shan¬ 
tung by the “Boxers,” a powerful and 
numerous anti-foreign league of Chi¬ 
nese. 

Secretary Long said that this was all 
that had been done by the Navy De¬ 
partment, and he was not yet aware 
which of his vessels the Admiral had 
decided to send to the Chinese port. 
The Secretary further denied emphati¬ 
cally the correctness of the recent pub¬ 
lications, so far as the Navy Department 
was concerned, and added that there 
had been no conferences such as were 
reported as having taken place on the 
subject. 

Acting Secretary Meiklcjohn of tho 
War Department was as emphatic in 
dgnying the accuracy of the publica¬ 
tions as affecting his department as 
Secretary Long was regarding the Navy 
Department. Meiklejohn specifically 
stated that there had been no confer¬ 
ence with Assistant Secretary Hill as 
to tl# number of troops that could be 
spared from the Philippines for service 
in China. 


Produced *1 a Cost of Seven 
Cent* » Gallon. 

Chicago.—Professor C. A. Bobrick of 
Lis Angeles, Cal., gave a demonstra¬ 
tion of some commercial values of 
liquid air the other night at the Wel¬ 
lington Hotel. The professor represents 
a syndicate of five California men who 
plan to install a refrigerator ear system 
this summer for the transportation of 
fruit, using liquid air. Professor Bob¬ 
rick asserted that liquid air used in 
this way will save a large amount of 
shipping space, of tonnage and two- 
fifths of the cost. 

A new scheme which Professor Charles 
E. Triplor is working out was partly 
disclosed. Professor Bobrick says there 
is a “secondary process” by which 
liquid air can be made, and that by 
making use of atmospheric pressure the 
cost is reduced greatly. He stated that 
the'plant he would install in California 
would contain a 135 horse-power en¬ 
gine, with which he could produce 
liquid air at a cost of 7 cents a gallon. 


COLUMBIA RIVER SALMON RULE 


TO COAL AT HONOLULU. 


Heraafter Transport* Will Not H»m to 
Avoid the Island*. 

Washington. — Arrangements have 
been made by the officers of the Quar¬ 
termaster’s Department whereby Army 
transports on the line between San 
Francisco and Manila hereafter will 
touch at Honolulu to coal. There are 
several vessels laden with coal belong¬ 
ing to the Government anchored in the 
harbor of Honolulu, and it has been de¬ 
cided to utilize this coal on the trans¬ 
ports of the Pacific fleet. 

The coal will be transferred from one 
vessel to another in tho harbor, so 
there will be no necessity for commu¬ 
nicating with the shore. Since the ap¬ 
pearance of the first cases of the plague 
at Honolulu the Transpacific transports 
have avoided the Hawaiian islands and 
have crossed tho Pacific without a stop. 


Orders Covering Pr»cilc»lly the Whole 
Pack Already Secured. 

New York.—It was stated by Thomas 
B. McGovern that orders, subject to 
approval of the opening prices on Col¬ 
umbia river salmon, already aggregate 
the entire quantity estimated ns the 
probable pack of the association this 
season, except such quantity of special 
brands for this market as are usually 
called for. The orders have come in 
more quckly and for larger quantities 
than usual, notwithstanding the cer¬ 
tainty that prices will open higher than 
last year. Some buyers have held off 
in expectation that the prices of sock- 
eye salmon will be sufficiently lower 
than the Columbia river to enable 
them to substitute it to some extent for 
the latter, but packers on Puget sound, 
on the other hand, claim that the seek 
eye will bring within 10 cents per 
dozen of the price of the Columbia 
river chinook, notwithstanding the 
fact that it lias heretofore been con¬ 
sidered necessary to make a difference 
of from 16 to 20 cents in favor of the 
latter. 


The Poultry Yard. 

Start small, grow gradually. 

Air slaked lime is good for gapes. 

Do not feed hens so liberally that 
they will not scratch. 

If hens are overfat, do not attempt to 
carry them over. 

Nothing tells on the health of fowls 
as quickly as dampness. Study pkultry 
from a practical standpoint, just as 
other stock upon the farm is studied. 

There is no fear of losing anything 
by sending clean eggs nnd nice looking 
poultry to market. 

Pekin ducks develop early and are 
good market fowls. 

With any variety of hens a variety of 
food gives the best results. 

It is usually from neglect nnd care¬ 
lessness that chickens become diseased. 

The breed that grows quickly nnd 
takes on flesh rapidly is the one for 
early market purposes. 

A sufficient number of rocks in a 
flock is enough; more than this are an 
added luxury. 

The best time to begin to feed fowls 
to fatten is just as soon as they have 
reached maturity. 

Feathers and combs are largely mat¬ 
ters of fancy, but egg laying and 
chicken raising are matters of business. 

Ground floors are best for chickens 
and hence there is no use making the 
poultry house two stories high. 

The stock is greatly improved if the 
male turkey is two years old, and both 
the toms and females are of large size. 

Inbreeding, of course, has its draw¬ 
backs, hut they are more for the fancier 
than for the practical poultryman. 

Great care should bo taken in winter 
that eggs do not get chilled as the 
germs will lie easily weakened by cold 
and the eggs ruined for hutching. 

Large turkeys excel in weight, but 
the smaller, fat, plump turkey will sell 
at a higher price p£r pound. The 
quality and conditions are prime fac¬ 
tors. 

Moulting is n strain on the system, 
and the bird should have good feed and 
protection from cold winds.

The body was placed on a gun carriage, 
and was escorted by 105 officers and men, 
Including some of late general’s brigade, 
and attended by the band of the Duke 
of Edinburgh’s Own volunteers and the 
pipers of the Cnpe Town Highlanders. 
When the procession began to move the 
stillness of the Karroo was broken by the 
strains of the band. At length the cem¬ 
etery was reached, and the coffin was 
carried by men of the Second Black 
Watch to the church. The first part of 
the service was conducted by the Rev. 
B. Price, chaplain to the volunteers along 
the lines of communication, and the sec¬ 
ond portion by the Rev. Mr. Robertson, 
chaplain to the Highland Brigade (who 
first found the general’s body).

The Umbrella Bird. 

Tbe umbrella bird, which has some 
resemblance to a crow both In size and 
plumage. Is so called from a wide crest 
which spreads out above Its head like 
a parasol. This crest Is composed of 
long slender feathers, rising from a 
contractile skin on the top of tbe head. 
The Bhafts are white, and the plume 
glossy blue, hair-llke, and curved out¬ 
ward at the tip. When the crest is laid 
back the shafts from a compact white 
mass sloping up from the top of the 
head, and surmounted by the dense 
hairy plumes, but when fully spread 
the top forms a perfect, slightly elon¬ 
gated dome, of a beautiful shining blue 
color. The length of this dome from 
front to back is about five Inches, the 
breadth four to four and a half Inches. 
This bird Is a native of tbe islands of 
the South American rivers, being sel¬ 
dom If ever seen on tbe mainland.

One of the most remarkable lakes on 
earth’s surface Is situated at Tar Point, 
on the Island of Trinidad, and bears 
tbe suggestive name of Pitch Lake. 
At first view th4 surface of this “lake 
w'hich is not a lake” gives one the Im¬ 
pression that It is a large body of 
placid water, but a closer examination 
proves, it to be a vast plain covered 
with hard and hardening pitch. In the 
winter months the surface of this lake 
is perfectly smooth and of a consisten¬ 
cy sufficient to bear any weight 

Prunes are sold in three sizes. The 
largest size Is called the thirty to for¬ 
ties. This means that thirty to forty 
of these prunes make a pound. The 
medium size is forty to fifty, and the 
small size fifty to sixty. The largest 
prunes are of course the most valuable. 
The average price the growers get for 
their prunes Is 3% cents a pound. An 
orchard of 250 trees will give a grower 
an average profit of $400 a year. An 
acre will grow about 100 trees, planted 
with the proper distances, between 
them. The trees bear the third year 
after planting and live from ten to 
twenty years. French prunes pay the 
best 

What constitutes an accident? A 
man died not long ago In Vermont in 
consequence of perforation of tbe in¬ 
testine by sharp fragments of some 
indigestible material swallowed with 
the food. He was the holder of an ac¬ 
cident policy Insuring him, according 
to the usual formula, against “bodily 
Injury sustained through external, vio¬ 
lent and accidental means.” The com¬ 
pany refused to pay on the ground that 
the man’s death was not an accident, 
but the court decided that this was an 
accidental injury within the meaning 
of the policy. In New York State it 
has been decided that the taking of 
poison Is not an accident In the mean¬ 
ing of a similar Insurance policy, but 
In Illinois the courts have ruled exactly 
the opposite.

SPITE DROVE HIM AWAY. 

British Ambassador to France Could 
Not Stand French Abuse. 

Sir Edmund Monson. the British am¬ 
bassador to France, left that nation’s ! 
capital ns the result of the unfriendly 
and at times indecent attitude of that 
country toward England and its Queen, 
l'or months the Paris journals made 
his stay the extremity of official and 
personal pain. He saw his country in¬ 
sulted in such manner as ouly a French 
newspaper can accomplish; lie saw his 
Queen—the embodiment of all that Is 
patriotically sacred to a Briton—lam¬ 
pooned in a fashion too gross for any¬ 
thing outside of Paris. These insults 
roused the British public to the pitch of 
war. Official coolness alone prevented 
overt and concrete expression of this 
indignation. 

Sir Edmund’s departure from Paris 
came about in this way. The artist 
Leandre, who has been one of the most 
active of the Anglophoblsts, was deco¬ 
rated by M. George Leygues, minister

of public instruction. It is said that 
Ambassador Monson approached M. 
Delcasse, the minister for foreign 
affairs, and asked the meaning of this 
seemingly official recognition of the 
libelers and shameless lampooners of 
her Majesty. What reply the French 
diplomat made to the British one is not. 
known. But forthwith Ambassador 
Monsor. left Paris. 

This is no unimportant matter 
whether or not the breach be healed 
over. Sir Edmund has been the head 
of the British embassy in Paris since 
1800. This office is the most distin¬ 
guished and in many respects the most 
important in all the rnuge of British 
diplomacy. Sir Edmund Is the most 
popular man, with the exception of the 
Marquis of Dufferln, that has been 
assigned as yet to this high post. His 
record in the service has been notable. 
He entered diplomacy in 1850. In 1858 
he went to Florence and thence came 
to Washington ns secretary of the late 
Lord Lyons. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he was attache of the mission 
at Washington, and remained in that 
position until 1803. After that year he 
served in Brussels, Vienna, Athens, 
Copenhagen, in the Azores, in Ham¬ 
burg, in Dalmatia and Montenegro, in 
Uruguay, in the Argentine Republic as 
envoy extraordinary and minister plen¬ 
ipotentiary, and in many other parts of 
the world. 

In 1888, when the United States and 
Denmark were in dispute in what is 
known as the “Butterfield claim,” Sir 
Edmund was chosen ns arbitrator be¬ 
tween the two countries and acquitted 
himself creditably. 

Art of Tempering Copper. 

The allegation that ancient Egyp¬ 
tians tempered copper and bronze to 
carry a razor edge is not borne out by 
investigation. Thomas 41nrper, of 
Bellevue, Pa., challenges' any one to 
produce a piece of metal tempered by 
the ancients that can not be more than 
duplicated by any metal worker to¬ 
day. He says that in examining hun¬ 
dreds of specimens alleged to have 
been tempered to the degree that steel 
is tempered, ho failed to find any, nor 
bad he discovered any one who lnu 
1 seen such work, and the fable which 
has been implicitly believed for centu¬ 
ries is being shattered in the light of 
modern research. 

That Is not the only story believed 
for centuries tending to belittle tho 
man of to-day, to make him the Infe¬ 
rior of his forefathers, which fulled un¬ 
der the searchlight of Inquiry and sci¬ 
ence. The ancients were children in 
mechanical knowledge ,as compared 
to the people of to-day, and if there 
was a demand for any particular build* 
lng or piece of work such as was pro¬ 
duced by the ancients it could be du¬ 
plicated and improved on by the skill¬ 
ed artisans of the nineteenth oenturju
